have now reached the " moun* 
of my descriptive essays, and 
mind balks at an attempt to ad* 
qiiately " pen sketch'* the whirling, 
seething, noisesome maelstrom of ac- 
tivity, that permeates this city, 
causing it to be known far and near 
as " Detroit the Dynamic." 

Detroit is where they da things ; 
do them with a rush, and go " over 
the top*' with the goods, and goods 
made in Detroit are known in every 
part of the world. 

The wheels of industry are con- 
tinuously turning in a large percent- 
age of the automobile factories for 
24 hours a day, Sunday excepted. 

The great Ford plant turns out a 
complete automobile every twenty- 
nine seconds, and in conjunction 
with its branch factories has a re- 
cord of making 5000 cars in one day 
of eight hours. 

Between 29,000 and 42,000 men 
are regularly employed in this plant, 
working in three shifts of eight 
hours each. 

The Packard plant is one mile 
long, and the sixty-six buildings 
comprise sixty acres of floor space, 
and they employ 12,000 men. 

The company maintains a guide 
service, to conduct visitors through 
the factory, the same as does the 
Ford, and Chalmers Motor Car Com- 
panies, and the Burroughs Adding 
Machine Co. 

Other leading manufacturing plants 
are the Morgan- Wright Tire Co. , 
Berry Bros. Varnish Co., Tinkin- 
Detroit Axle Co. , Solary Process Co. , 
Michigan, Detroit, and Peninsular 
Stove Companies, and the Park- Davis 
and Stearns Pharmacy Companies. 

There arc 2850 manufacturing 
concerns in the city. There are six 
large railway sy.Htems entering the 
Detroit and some seven or eight in- 
terurban trolly lines connect us with 
the surrounding country, v^rhile large 
numbers of passenger steamers and 
freight carriers ply the waters of the 
placid Detroit River and make this 
city a stopping place. 

The only Marine Post office in the 
world is located at Detroit, and han- 
dled as much mail as would be re- 
ceived and distributed in a city of 
50,000 population. 

Detroit's growth since 1900 is 
300 per cent, and of 13 large cities 
in the United States, only one has a 
lower per capita debt. 

It uses $1,800,000 worth material 
every day in its manufacturing 
industry, and pays in salaries and 
wages the snug sum of $775,000 a 
day, among 250,000 employees. 

In fifteen years, Detroit has 
jumi)ed from the i6th to the 4th city 
industrially. 

Detroit's industrial peace is less 
disturbed than in any other manufac- 
turing city in the world. In one 



year Detroit produced aproximately 
1.252,500 automobiles, market value 
$847,720,000, and 23,229 motor 
trucks, valued at $45,462,000. Job- 
bers do $80,000,000 worth of business 
annually. 

The Detroit Post office does an 
average of $4,285,000 worth of busi* 
ness a year. 

Detroit is the third city In the 
Union in building construction; the 
fourth in exports; the fourth in gas 
consumption, the fourth in parcel post 
service, fourth in public benefactions, 
and the third in postal bank savings. 
It would be useless to try and 
describe the auxiliary industries 
springing from the main bases, such 
as hotels, restaurants, rooming 
hotMies, mercantile establishtueuts. 
amnaement resorts, etc. , as they are 
legion, and all pushing ahead at top 
speed. 

In fact during the morning and 
evening rush hours Detroit resembles 
a mammoth anthill, with its thou- 
sands of human being sflitting hither 
and thither to their respective places 
of employment or their homes, and 
during the day there are thousands 
of visitors mingling with Detroiters 
thronging the business thorough- 
fares in quest of trade or pleasure. 
Detroit has its business eyes open 
to the future, and is already talking 
of subway and elevated railways to 
facilitate rapid transit to wider ex- 
tended suburbs, and it has already 
taken steps to make the city a port 
for vessels, with its eyes on the 
world trade, when the channels are 
opened from the lakes to the sea. 

Sky-scrapers are springing up 
like mushrooms and we are becoming 
more decidedly metropolitan every 
day. 

Something like five million travel- 
ers come to Detroit every twelve 
months, look arround because they 
are interested, or just sight-seeing. 
A large percentage of these people 
are automobile tourtstsv 

In closing this article, I would like 
to say that every Detroiter is proud 
of his city's splendid record of patri- 
otic service during the past year. 
When the Nation confrouted the gi- 
gantic task of winning the war, and 
appealed for support of every kind, 
Detroit responded with a will. 

•'Give of your treasure," the 
Nation asked, and Detroit came for- 
ward again with over-subscription 
for every cause. " Enlist the aid of 
your skill, pleaded the Government, 
and Detroit came back with the 
Liberty Motor, the Eagles, with 
ships and trucks and automobiles and 
munitions and other manufactures in 
great variety. 

" Give aid by your sacrifices of 
comfort and convenience," and De- 
troit stopped her motor cars, turned 
out her lights, ate dark bread and 
went without sugar, with patriotic 
cheerfulness. 

" Give yourselves, demanded 
Uncle Sam, as the supreme sacrifice, 
and Detroit responded with 70,000 
young men under arms; with thou- 
sands of older men for special service 
in Washington, in huts and booths of 
Y. M. C. A., Knights of Columbus 
and Salvation Army, at home and 
abroad; with physicians and nurses, 
and with civilian leagues and organ- 
izations drawing U|>on the support 
of nearly every citizen. 

Withal, I think Detroit fully lives 
up to its title of the dynamic city, and 
the Detroit deaf citizens are going to 
see to it that its prestige will not 
decrease one iota through any lack of 
efforts on their part, and they are 
still pushing toward the goal of the 
1920 N. A. D. Convention.

Clarke. The last such Gallaudet 
Alumni banquet we had the 
pleasure of attending, was in Phila- 
delphia, in December, 1908, and we 
remember especially the addresses 
then made by Dr. Crouter and E 
A. Hodgson. 

In going 10 the Hartford depot 
O' e morning recently to see a 
f I lend off, we were interested to 
find the place well filled with 
women folks, many with suffragette 
banners and gay sashes. They 
were there to meet a suffragette 
delegation from Boston, some 
dozen or more women, every one of 
whom had been in jrtil more than 
onoe for their zeal for votes for 
women. The men folks in the 
depot looked on rather sheepishly, 
but the women present | especially 



the young girls, clapped their hands 
in wild applause as this odd proces- 
sion passed through the depot. 
This procession then marched to 
city hall and addressed the poor, be- 
wildered Mayor, while the city 
aldermen took to the woods, or some 
other hiding place. Then the 
ladies all went to the Allen House 
and had a banquet, at which one 
of the speakers was our beloved 
and radical friend Mr. E. P. Clarke. 
Mr. Clarke's address made some 
stir in this town in the next day's 
newspapers. One wonders what 
this awful old world is coming to 
any way. We should not care to 
see our wife, or sister, or mother or 
any woman friend we cared for or 
respected, joining in such a proces- 
sion. Surely woman at her best is 
too fine and nice a personality for 
such public and street affairs. Good 
Lord deliver us. 

The Hartford Courant^ of March 
13th, contained a news item of 
considerable intcitrest to the deaf. 
The Hartford school authorities, 
including the principal and several 
members of the school board of 
trustees, appeared before a legisla- 
ture committee to make an appeal 
f<»r an appropriation of $300,000 
towanl the new school buildings on 
the ninety-six acres out at West 
Hartford, purchased by the school 
at its Centennial in 1917. Prof. 
Perkins, of Trinity College, pre- 
sident of the board of trustees, 
among remarks as quoted in the 
paper, staled that the new school 
would cost when completed about 
$500,000, and would be planned to 
accommodate 250 pupils. There are 
now 200 pupils at the school. 
That other States of New England 
now have their own schools and are 
aimiuK to educate all their deaf 
children within these states in those 
state schools, and so pupils from out- 
side of Connecticut will not come 
this way much in the future. This 
is in accordance with the statement 
of a principal of one of the Massa* 
chnseits school that that state should 
educate all its own deaf children at 
its own schools. And that patents 
who wished to educate their deaf 
children out of the state, whether 
here, or New York, or elsewhere, 
should themselves assume the ex- 
pense ot such an education. It 
appear, that the new school here at 
West Hartford, when it is attained 
will in equipment be of the best and 
primarily for the deaf children of 
Connecticut. Tliere are however 
grave tloubls if the present legis- 
lature helping in this new school 
tniilding plan at the present time 
But a strong appeal l»y able men 
was made for an appropriation of 
$300,000.

In his recommendations to the 
Board of the Maryland School, 
Principal Bjorlee makes a plea for an 
isolation ward for cases of contagious 
sickness. How that can be denied 
him, even on the grounds of ** in- 
safficient funds/' is not understand- 
able by the common-sense citizen of 
today. Nothing ^can justify a 
neglect of proper measures to safe- 
guard the lives of the pupils, 

Mr. Bjorlee also has this to say 
in reference to Military Drill and a 
mucleus for band music: — 

"May I suggest that, providing 
the military idea meets with the ap- 
proval of the gentlemen of the board, 
some action be taken in the matter 
of having the boys dressed in uni- 
forms. Parents are required to 
provide clothing for their children, 
and no particular hardship would re- 
sult from their supplying the money 
wherewith to purchase uniforms, in 
place of furnishing clothing as has 
hitherto been done. 

''The addition of a bass drum, 
snare drums, and fifes, would aid 
materially in the military training. 
The deaf soon become adept at the 
use of these instruments, and the 
drums especially are of real value 
in stimulating the deaf child to a 
normal gait, liveliness of motion and 
general bearing/'

When Henry Ford, the Detroit 
manufacturer, decided to seek other 
suitable locatiouH to establish large 
factories for making Ford tractors 
and cheiper automobiles, he had his 
agents search the country, especially 
where hydro electric power could 
be harnessed. 

As a result, after a process of 
elimination, Troy, N. Y., and 
Hamilton, Ohio, were found to be 
most desirable and convenient. 
Acting upon his experts' advice, 
Mr. Ford purchased a 45-acre trsct 
of land knows as **little prairie" 
across the river from Troy, and 
a part of the elongated Center 
Island for shipping purposes. 

The advantage of the locatio?! lieH 
in its proximity to the new concrete 
dam, having on the Troy side a 
large lock, and on the opposite side 
a hydro elediic power bnlkhea(J af 
fording high power; its access lo the 
iron ore mines of the Adirondacks 
by the use of a new burge canal from 
Lake Champlain, likewihe the use 
of the main barge canal from 
Buffalo; and the transportation 
facilitiea through the Hudson River 
to the markets of Europe, Africs 
and South America — practically to 
the world 

Although two carloads of tools 
have arrived from Detroit for dig 
ging and building purposes, not a 
pebble has been touched. The bill 
in Cengress permitting the lease of 
national waterway hy<lro-electric 
power to private oom|)anies for 
commercial purposes has been held 
up until the next session is called 
Into being. 

Well, people hereabouts ate liv 
ing with great expectations, and 
speculating whether Troy will be 
most prominently known as*' Col- 
lar City" or "Tractor City" or 
" Brewery City," ( a dozen brewer- 
ies here are dyini?. Send flowers 
and symimthy to our friend in 
Rutherford, N. J ). 

In Schenectady the General Klec 
trie Company's plant consists of 
about 25 large buildings and em- 
ploys 30,000 of both sexes, paying 
fat wages iu most departments. 
Only five deaf men are employed 
there, earning lucrative wages — 
through the " pull" of one's i*e 
lative, being a foreman. Outside 
of this possible inroad, the deaf 
have as much chance as a Chinaman 
getting a drink in an Irish cafe. A 
few deaf men were killed an<l maim 
ed through their own negligence, 
and the company has carried a mis- 
taken impression ever since. 

The American Locomotive Co., in 
the same city, employs the deaf only 
where there is least danger of ac 
cidents. Pattern-makers and mold- 
ers were paid high during the war. 
A large portion of the deaf people 
in this district have been envying 
the golden and glorious life In 
Akron, and couhl not leave their 
homes for family reasons. Now we 
hope onr little group will attain a 
large body by the time the tractor 
t)Oom is in full blast. 

As it is very natural and human 
to have a harmless vanity, ye scriiie 
has a token which he prizes rnnch. 
A few years ago, and a few days 
before the inside of the cofl!etdamH 
around the completed concrete dam 
and look was flooded liy water, ye 
scribe did some Alpine climbing — 
up the ice chute to the roof of the 
ice house — and took a picture of the 
scene below, (liefore we Joined the 
European War.)

been in any contact with the dis- 
ease. 

*• While in any epidemic many 
illnesses will be ascrit>ed to the 
prevalent plague because doctors 
are not available, or are too rushed 
to give slight sicknesses close at- 
tention, the genuine flu comes 
suddenly; there is high fever, 
quickly followed by a sub- normal 
temperature. There is grave weak- 
ness, weak, irregular heart action, 
A peculiar pallor with blueoess of 
the lips and nails, a hacking, ir- 
ritating cough, with pneumonia or 
heart failure to l>e dreaded. These 
resemtile a pathological condiiion 
produced l)y some chemical agent 
much more than the toxic effects 
of an infectious disease, and fur- 
ther suggest that the poison has been 
inhaled. 

" Now, for four yeais on the 
l)attlefield8 we have had countless 

atmonpherio pninonw ©nKmclorrirl i»t 
Huper-heated metals, btirsting ex- 
plosives, poison gases, products of 
putrefaction of dead bodies of men 
and animals, and the awful condi- 
tions of herding vast armies in 
places which the utmost efforts 
could not keep sanitary. Is it 
Strang** that everywhere on the 
globn has aiisen a strange, serious 
sickness affecting chiefly the 
lungs ? 

" At first thought, it would seem 
that if such vapors were liberated 
their effects would be most deadly 
at close range, and hardly noticeable 
at immense distances, but this would 
be true only by ignoring the first 
direction, which usually would be 
upward through their own force; 
thereafter to spread, or to float in 
streaks according to the winds and 
air currents until finally so mixeil 
with airas to be innocuous, touching 
the surface of the earth capriciously 
in their wandeiings, We believe 
that the unfoitunate victims of the 
Mt. Pelee irruption were killed by 
some kitul of deadly vapor litierated 
by the flnintnu volc»ano, since bodies 
were found otherwise uninjured 
We know that small quantities of 
gases would not be perceived by the 
sense of smell, which is not highly 
developed in the human being. If 
enough such poison kills, less would 
still be sufilcient to cause itritating 
and prostrating effects. Statistics 
on the health of live stock would be 
interesting; also a flu map which 
would show what differences, if any, 
existed lietweeu the open hills an«l 
plains and the enclosed valleys and 
the low aUitudes-yl^(iM/a JouniaL
